Charlie Kaufman (“Being John Malkovich,” 
‘Adaptation,” “Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless 
Mind”), arguably the smartest screenwriter to 
come along in our lifetimes, looked at an ad for 
the new ‘Alvin and the Chipmunks” movie and 
didn’t get the joke. 

“We had been talking about ‘The Squeak- 
quel,’ and then there was a poster {for the re- 
cent Chipmunks sequel ‘The Road Chip’} at 
some theater we were at, and {Anomalisa’ co- 
director Duke Johnson} goes, ‘Oh, look! That’s 
really funny’ ” recalls Kaufman, 57, at the Public 
Hotel. ‘And I was like, ‘I don’t know what that 
means.’ He was mystified that I didn’t know” 

“I love their titles,” adds Johnson, 36. “It 
cracks me up.” 

The excellent ‘Anomalisa,” opening Friday 
and written/co-directed by Kaufman, is also an- 
imated but pretty much the exact opposite of 
an ‘Alvin and the Chipmunks” movie. Through 
stop-motion puppetry the filmmakers— col- 
laborating partially because Johnson, an NYU 
film school grad and longtime Kaufman fan, has 
a mutual friend (Dino Stamatopoulos of “Com- 
munity”) and helped with the Kickstarter to 
fund the project— focus on Michael (voiced by 
David Thewlis of “The Theory of Everything”), 
a lonely man spending one night in a Cincinnati 
hotel and continuing a lifelong theme of look- 
ing for something new and better, with Jennifer 
Jason Leigh voicing Lisa, a woman in town for 
Michael’s speech about customer service. 

How much does the way that this movie got 
made set a precedent for someone who wants 
to work with you and says, “If I can raise the 
money, can I co-direct?” 

DJ: Oh, {bleep}. 

CK: Yeah, absolutely Let me give you my home 
phone number so they can ... 

DJ: I feel like that’s a little misleading— I 
wasn’t just a stranger that just showed up and 
raised the money and then he was forced to 
work with— we have a mutual friend in Dino 
Stamatopoulos, and Dino kind of vouched for 
me and I met Charlie and there’s that. 

Of course. Is it more dangerous to have a 
creative mind or a non-creative mind? 

CK: Interesting. I think everybody has a 
creative mind. I think people are trained to 
think that they don’t— some people are trained 
to think that they don’t. Maybe most people 
are through the education process that we go 
through. But maybe the danger is in people 
thinking they don’t have a creative mind when 
they do. 

What creates that confusion? 

CK: I think that we live in a very competitive 
society and people feel like they’re constantly 
being graded, literally or figuratively against 
other people, and they get panicked. There’s 
this interesting thing that happens with art 
and children, which is an actual phenomenon

where kids just draty when they’re young and 
they learn how to draw Before they go to 
school they just draw And they can do any- 
thing they want and they have no fear about 
it, and when they get to school and they start 
to be told this is what a drawing looks like and 
there’s different levels of skill and they feel like 
this is right and this is wrong, a lot of kids just 
stop. Most kids just stop. And I think that that 
is true in any endeavor where you start to feel 
like you’re measuring yourself against other 
people and this is what’s right and this is what’s 
wrong and how do you follow directions and 
can you stay in the lines and all that stuff, and 
people start to get repressed. 

How much do you encounter people looking 
to you for advice about their own creativity— 
whether it’s writing or creating these visual 
presentations, wanting you to guide them to 
do what you do the way you do it? 

CK: Well, they can’t. What they can do is 
they can do what they do the way they do it 
and not be afraid of in the process of trying 
to do it— not be constantly second-guessing 
whether or not it’s good. The thing— and I say 
this as if I’ve figured 
it out, but I have only 
intellectually; it’s still 
hard for me —but 
the thing to do is not 
think about if some- 
thing is good. While 
you’re working on 
it you need to think 
about the thing, and 
whether it’s good or 
not is irrelevant. It re- 
ally is irrelevant. And 
as long as you can’t 
do that and you can’t 
get out of the way of 
the process of trying 
to just do something, 
then you’re going to 
be stymied. I face that 
particular problem 
all the time when 
I’m working. I try to overcome it in ways, but 
that’s I think the human condition, at least in 
this society 


DJ: Yeah, I feel like you can give people some 
practical advice based on the things you’ve 
learned along the way that has helped you or 
not, but to tell somebody what’s good or what’s 
bad or how to make something visually inter- 
esting or something like that, it sort of comes 
from figuring that out on your own and trial 
and error, and a lot of 
it’s intuitive. 

CK: And it’s being 
willing to embrace the 
idea that you may not 
be successful when 
you do it. This thing 
that you’re going 
to try to do comes 
with the possibility 
of failure, and that’s 
not a shame to fail at 
something. 

Do you get a sense of 
what people expect 
from you as a person 
based on the way 
they assume you will 
be from your work? 
CK: Oh, I always 
assume I’m a disap- 
pointment when people meet me. I always 
do. I always feel like that. I wrote for the 
National Lampoon, probably when I was 24, 


but just freelance. I always felt like when I met 
people who had read the stuff I’d written that 
somehow they were expecting something like 
Shecky Greene or something with a plaid suit 
and a bow tie and stuff. I felt palpably disap- 
pointing to people, and that sort of followed 
me my whole life. 

When trying to think of a movie that was 
hugely successful but also stimulating and 
challenging, “Inception” comes to mind. I’d 
love for one of your movies to be as success- 
ful as that. Aside from casting, do you have 
a sense of why something like that is able to 
connect and why it happens so rarely? 

CK: He directed Batman? 

DJ:I mean, it’s an action movie with shoot- 
outs and gun battles and huge, huge battles 
with people on snowmobiles and machine 
guns. 

CK: And very very expensive special effects 
and visual effects. 

DJ: There’s not a lot of gun battles or snowmo- 
bile races {in Kaufman’s work}— 

CK: We have a gun fight in “Malkovich.” 
There’s a chase with a gun.

CK: That’s true; there is. 

DJ: Still, there’s not like action sequence,

For travelers, 2015 and 2016 look like identi- 
cal twins born in separate years, only more so. 
Much of what was true in 2015 will be truer 
this year. Here’s a look ahead at what you 
might see: 

Increased focus 
on customer service. 

Whaaaat? Quite possible, said Warren 
Chang, vice president of Fly.com, an airfare 
search engine. After years of baggage fees 
and increases in change fees, you’ll see some 
niceties such as snacks and pajamas on some 
United routes, for instance. 

Stable or lower airfares. 

Fuel prices are partly to thank, said Tom 
Spagnola, senior vice president of supplier 
relations for booking company CheapOAir, 


because they account for about a quarter of 
an airline’s budget. Airlines aren’t necessar- 
ily going to drop fares for a penny or two 
decrease, but in 2015 jet fuel dropped to just 
about $1 a gallon. Contrast that with May 2, 
2011, when the same fuel cost $3.36 a gallon. 

Less hassle 
with carry-on bags. 

Alaska, bless it, introduced aircraft with 
Space Bins, which hold 48 percent more 
bags; these new overheads on some 737 
aircraft take six bags to a bin. United and 
Delta will follow suit in 2016 on certain 
models of the 737. 

Better Wi-Fi on board. 

I sigh, you sigh, we all sigh for Wi-Fi, which 
fliers increasingly want. Unfortunately, it’s 
been dreadfully slow and balky, and in many 


cases you can’t stream video. Expect that 
to change on many carriers in 2016 as new 
aircraft and technology put Netflix within 
reach. 

You’ll pay more for 
hotels and motels this year. 

‘As was the case in 2015, room night demand 
was very high and little new hotel supply be- 
came available, which drove up average room 
rates,” said Jon Eichelberger, North Ameri- 
can regional manager for Trivago.com, a ho- 
tel search engine. 

More mobile? Maybe. 

We still love our smartphones for looking— 
Pew Research says 19 percent of us use them 
for ferreting out information— but not as 
much for booking. As the physical size of our 
mobile phones has grown and we’re actually 


able to see what we’re doing, we’re less likely 
to switch to the desktop to book after we’ve 
looked on our mobile. 

Cannabis travel goes crazy. 

A recent study by the Colorado Tourism Office 
said the laws that legalized marijuana for recre- 
ational use beginning in 2014 “influenced vaca- 
tion decisions nearly 49 percent of the time,” 
the Denver Post reported. Laws are relaxing 
in various places, including Oregon, Washing- 
ton and the District of Columbia, and Nevada 
is on the radar. That opens opportunities for 
travel providers, including My 420 Tours, of 
which Danny Schaefer is chief operating offi- 
cer. Expect expansion by 420 along with other 
legitimate tour operators as cannabis travel 
goes corporate. “We’re not a bunch of idiot 
stoners,” said Schaefer, who said part of his 
company’s mission is to educate.
